A searching investigation to determine 
whether Mrs. Edith Kneessi, 31 years 
old, 55 M street northwest, mother of 
two small children, was fatally in- 
jured in this city or in Arlington Coun- 
ty early Saturday was started yesterday 
by Department of Justice agents and 
headquarters detectives. 

Mrs. Kneessi died early yesterday 
morning at Emergency Hospital from 
a fractured skull which physicians say 
may have been inflicted with a blunt 
instrument. She was brought to the 
hospital Saturday morning by Walter 
Scott Lephfew, son of Policeman Leph- 
few, of the Eleventh Precinct, who said 
that she had jumped from his moving 
automobile on the Military road, near 
Arlington Beach, Arlington County, Va. 

_Lephfew, after telling his story to 
Arlington County police, was placed 
under arrest and held at the Arling- 
ton County jail until yesterday, when 
he was taken to Alexandria and placed 
in the custody of the United States 
commissioner. He has refused to dis- 
cuss the death of Mrs. Kneessi with 
Headquarters Detective Edward Kelley, 
murder specialist of the Police De- 
partment, who has been placed in 
charge of the investigation here. 

Kelley was assigned to the case after 
inspector Henry G. Pratt, chief of de- 
tectives, heard reports that Mrs. Knees- 
si and Lephfew quarreled in her apart- 
ment Friday night and that she may 
have been injured here and taken to 
Arlington County.

~ AUTITUDE OF NAVY 
ON FLIGHT 10 POLE 


\Says Department Had 


Nothing to Do With 
Exploit of Byrd. 


LINDBERGH PRAISES 
WORK HERE ON PLANE 


Robinson Declares A. E. F. Air 
Chief Does Not Know What 
He Is Talking About. 


The bombshell which Gen. William 
Mitchell cast into the Navy Depart- 
ment had no sooner exploded yesterday 
than he fired another at the institution 
which he asserts is blocking the prog- 
ress of aviation in this country. The 
Navy, he declared, had not aided Byrd 
in his memorable flight to the North 
Pole, but when the attempt proved @ 
success, made capital of the accom- 
plishment. 

At the same time Acting Secretary of 


| the Navy Robinson replied to the first 


attack that Brig. Gen. Mitchell “does 
not know what he is talking about.” 
He asserted further that he “would not 
tell the truth about it if he did.” 

The Post received a telegram from 
Col. Charles A. Lindbergh, the failure 
of whose plane on the morning of the 
flight to New Yerk launched the con- 
troversy, declaring that the motor 
trouble discovered in the Spirit of St. 
Louis could not have been due to care- 
lessness, and complimented the men at 
the Naval Air Station on the care of 
his plane. 

Gen. Mitchell’s Letter. 

Gen. Mitchell’s letter follows: 

“To the Editor of The Post—Sir: 
Under the heading of “Post-Scripts,” in 
your issue of June 15, the distinguished 
editor has inserted the following item: 

“*Has Billy Mitchell ever heard of a 
Navy aviator named Byrd, and of a 
place called the North Pole?’ 

“This short statement exemplifies an- 
other phase of the Navy’s propaganda 
system. It insinuates that the Navy 
did it. 

“The Nayy had nothing to do with 
Byrd's flight to the North Pole. Byrd 
himself organized it, financed it, planned 
it out himself, irrespective of the Navy. 
The Navy had retired Byrd as physi- 
cally unfit for duty. The money for 
EByrd’s expedition to the North Pole 
was obtained from Edsel Ford ahd other 
public-spirited citizens. The plane, 
christened The Josephine Ford, was 
built by a Dutchman, Anthony H. G. 
Fokker. The motors were American. 

“The Navy said little about Byrd’s 
trip until it had been successfully ac- 
complished, then they ‘picked him up 
as a means of propaganda in the same 
way that they have attempted to pick 
up Lindbergh. Byrd, in addition to 
his other admirable attributes, ig a 
good practical politician. He knows it 
does no.harm to play along with the 
Navy and its Washington lobby in car- 
rying out his exploratory flights in va- 
rious parts of the world. He deserves 
all the support he can get in every 
quarter. 


Sees More Propaganda.

DOUGHERTY DELIVERS 
ADDRESS OF EVENING. 


Evolution of American Stand- 
ard Presented; Historic 
Scenes Portrayed. 


Ten thousand persons gathered last 
might at the east front of the Capitol 
to join with Washington patriotic or- 
ganizations in pageantry and song, 
commemorative of 150 years under one 
flag. 

Contrasting with the stormy weather 
of the night before, which brought 
about postponement of the event, con- 
ditions last night were almost perfect. 
The steps of the Capitol Bullding served 
as a stage for the fete, while throngs 
filled the plaza or lined the walls of 
the parkway opposite. 

Commissioner Proctor L. Dougherty, 
in the address of the evening, declared 
the American flag represents “State and 
National sovereignty functioning to- 
gether in the harmony, power and bene- 
ficence of a diversified unity.” 

“In its coloring and in its syn.bolic 
arrangement of stars and field and 
stripes, our flag is impressively har- 
monious,” he said. “It reminds us of 
the mutual ties of sacrifices and of 
achievements of our heroic ances.ors 
in war and in peace, of their struggle 
to maintain for humanity the right 
to all that rertains to the pursuit of 
happiness in accordance with laws in 
whose making everyone may share. 


Oppressed Millions Helped. 


“Its inspiring lesson has encouraged 
millions in other lands to lft from 
their lives of oppressive and repressive 
degradation and abuse the tyranny to 
which they had been subjected by 
personal and governmental casts.” 

A historic flag pageant by Marle 
Moore Forrest, director of the Com- 
munity Centcr Dramatic section, was 
presented, tracing the evolution of the 
American flag, and it® forbears. Ap- 
pearing as “torchbearer,” Caroline Mc- 
Kinley delivered the prologue. 

Clothed in the picturesqi. costumes 
of their day, Vikings, Spaniards, Pil- 
grims, Bourbons and Huguenots, ap- 
peared, each with the standard of his 
native land. 

Flags of the colonial period were the 
theme of the second part. Historic 
scenes, woven around the Utah flag, 
the Rattlesnake flag and the Grand 
Union flag, concluding with the con- 
gressional proclamation “that the flag 
of the Thirteen United States by thir- 
teen stripes, alternating red and white; 
and the Union by thirteen stars, white 
in a blue field,” were presented. 

The flags of the several States ap- 
peared in the final scene, borne by 
Boy and Girl Scouts. The pageant was 
concluded with an ensemble, includ- 
ing the color guard of the Grand Army 


of the Republic, and squads of sol- 


diers, sailors and marines.

Even Lindbergh was on hand, 
smiling good-naturedly, although. it 
was only a large cardboard portrait of 
the famous flier, looking down on the 
throngs from the top cf a big truck. 
The “Spirit of St. Louis,” constructed 


of silvered cardboard and bearing the 


legend, “New York to Pari:,"” soared 
bravely beneath the picture pilot, 

Bizarte lighting effects added to the 
decoration of the automobiles in line. 
Some of these were interesting, some 
grotesque, and still otfiers attractive 
to the eye. Furriers, for instance, had 
wild animal skins draped over the 
r-‘intors of their ‘ars, surmounted 
with gleaming, multicolored bulbs. The 
effect of an electrically lighted leopard 
may be imagined. Then there was 
an old, blue overalled farmer, a typical 
“hayseed,” who drove a “fliyver” with 
one hand, wore a broad brimmed straw 
hat, and smoked a corncod pipe. His 
broken down, delapidated machine gave 
a@ humorous twist-to the light of an 
old fashioned lantern. 

The crowd cheered them all, It even 
cheered at the somewhat gruesome 
spectacle afforded by an ambitious un- 
dertaker, who believed evidently that 
“honesty is the best policy.” This con- 
sisted of a truck on which appeared a 
white tombstone, surrounded by a grass 
plot. A widow, dressed in’ deepest 
black, sat in an armchair nearby, weep- 
ing. Some one observed cynically that 
“widows never weep,” but a creditable 
performance of heart-broken widow- 
hood was given on this occasion. Then 
followed florists’ trucks, piled high 
with flowers, and topped by huge bou- 
quets. In short, the vanities, necessi- 
ties, luxuries of life—furs, vegetables, 
motor-car accessories—followed by the 
grim pomp of death—funeral cere- 
monies and flowers. 

After forming at New Jersey avenue 
and B street southeast, the parade 
swung down B street to Pennsylvania 
avenue, east on the Avenue to Eighth 
street and then returned via Second 
street, East Capitol and Eleventh 
streets to Carolina avenue, where it 
disbanded.

Resident Pupils Given Free 
Education, Regardless of 
Parents’ Domiciles. 


78 CASES CITED FALL 
UNDER COMPULSORY ACT 


Woman Physical Director Is 
Commended for Field Day 
Festival Success. 


Public school pupils who live in 
Washington, though their parents re- 


side outside of the city, are residents 
of the District of Columbia and enr 
titled to free tuition in Washingtoh 
schools, the Board of Education ruled 
yesterday in passing on the question. 

The board adopted in full a report 
by Henry Gilligan, chairman of a spe- 
cial committee on “nonresident stu- 
dents and their possible exemption 
fram payment of tuition.” According 
to Mr. Gilligan, 78 children now in the 
school will be affected by the ruling. 

“The 78 cases referred to your com- 
mittee aré residents of the District of 
Columbia,” the report read, “and their 
attendance upon school is compulsory. 
Regardless of the domiciles of their 
parents, so long as they live within 
the bounds of the District of Colum- 
bia they are residents, and in our judg- 
ment are entitled to free education in 
our public schools under the present 
law.” 


Education Act Cited. 


In holding the children residents of 
the District, the report cited the com- 
pulsory education act, providing that 
children between 7 and 16 years of age 
must attend school if residing tempo- 
rarily or permanently in the District. 
Distinguishing between “residence” as 
a place of abode and “domicile” as a 
residence coupled with an intention to 
remain in such residence, the report 
cited a ruling of the District Court of 
Appeals. 

The basic law on the subject, ap- 
proved by the President in 1906, pro- 
vides that the child must be a resident 
of the District to avail himself of free 
tutelage. 

Applications for public trial by 
school teachers dismissed from the sys- 
tem for violation of rules regarding 
maternity leave were held over for ac- 
tion at the next meeting after debate 
by the board. A resolution advanced 
by President Charles F. Carusi, defin- 
ing as “pedagogical inefficiency” the 
violation of any rule of the board re- 
garding classroom efficiency, was like- 
wise held over. 

A proposal to bring legal action 
against a student of the Shaw Junior 
High School for a $47 repair bill on a 
printing press broken by the student 
was referred to the rules committee 
for report. 


Reports on Hearing. 


Reporting on the recent hearing be- 
fore the Citizens Advisory Council, Dr. 
Frank W. Ballou said the conference 
“was amicable and devoid of any con- 
troversy whatsoever.” 

He commended Dr. Rebecca Stone- 
road, director of physical education, on 
management of the public school field 
day and festival at American League 
Park. 

Teachers who lost their annual $100 
increase by teaching in California 
schools for a year as part of an ex- 
change plan adopted by local officials. 
were placed on the pay rolls for the 
increase as the result of a motion 
adopted by the board. It was explain- 
ed, however, that the, District auditor 
will have final say in the matter. 

A request for-a list of graduates from 
the Washington schools by a national 
correspondence school, precipitated a 
debate, Dr. Ballou holding the lists 
should be released only to collegiate 
institutions, and Mr. Carusi contending 
them to be a matter of public record, 
The request was referred to the super- 
intendent for report,

Shahan Tells of Growth of 
Institution and Announces 
Gifts Received. 


The Most Rev. Micahel J. Curley, 
Archbishop of Baltimore, and chancel- 
lor of the university, presented the di- 
plomas to 361 students at Catholic Uni- 
versity yesterday at cemmencement ex- 
ercises in the gymnasium. 

Those who received degrees were stu- 
dents of the School of Sacred Sciences, 
the School of Canon Law, Philosophy, 
Letters, Law, Sciences and of the Bas- 
selin College, the Catholic Sisters Col- 
lege and the National Catholic Service 
School. The services began with a 
marci? from McMahon Hall to the gym- 
nasium, which was crowded with 
friends and relatives of the graduating 
class. Those who received degrees wore 
caps and gowns. 

As their names were: called by the 
deans of the schools, the young. men 
and women walked to the platform, 
where they were handed by the arch- 
bishop the parchment certifying they 
had completed their courses.

Howard U. Completes 
Medical Unit Fund 


Completion of the fund for erection 
of the new .medical school building 
at Howard University was announced 
yesterday by Dr. Mordecai W. Johnson, 
on receipt of advices from the general 
education board, of New York that a 
renewal of its $80,000 conditional of- 
fer had been granted, as well as $50,- 
000 required to complete the fuhd.

Scientist Declares 
Soil Erosion Menace 


A warning against the effects of ero- 
sion in washing away the fertile soil 
of the world was voiced before the First 
International Congress of Soil Science 
yesterday by Dr. A. F. Woods, director 
of scientific work of the Department of 
Agriculture. He said that experts be- 
lieve that this erosion has as much to 
do with the constantly increasing floods 
as all other factors combined.

NATIONALISTS POURING 
INTO SHANTUNG REGION 


Peking Cabinet Reorganiza- 
tion Decided On at Parley in 
War Lord’s Offices. 


Shangha!l, June 15 (By A. P.).—Nan- 
king Nationalist forces under Gen. 
Chiang Kai-Shek have captured the 
town of Haichow in northern Kiangsu 


near the Shantung border after fierce 
fighting, say Japanese reports received 
here. 

These advices said that when the ap- 
proach of the Southern forces became 
known, the defending troops under Gen. 
Sun Chuan Fang, former defender of 
Shanghai, began looting the town, and 
that its spoiliation was completed by 
the Southerners, who “committed 
robbery and outrage in wholesale fash- 
ion.” 

Japanese women and children had 
previously been evacuated from the 
town, but the Japanese men remaining 
escaped only with the clothes they were 
wearing, after witnessing terrible scenes. 
A body of Southerners was reported to 
have fired on the Japanese refugee ship 
Kobai Maru and then to have boarded 
and looted the vessel without oppositin 
from the crew or refugees. 

The Japanese consul general at Shang- 
hai has protested to the bureau of for- 
eign affairs of the Nanking Government 
and has requested that full protection 
be given Japanese nationals at Hal- 
chow. 


Feng Leads Peking Drive. 


Hankow, June 15 (By A. P.).—The 
recently started drive on Peking of the 
Hangow government, radical wings of 
the Nationalists, has been turned over 
to Gen Feng Yu-Hsiang and the Han- 
kow forces are returning to this city, it 
was stated today. 

This action is understood to have 
been the result of'a conference between 
Hankow leaders and Gen. Feng at the 
city of Chengchow, during which Feng 
pledged allegiance to the Hankow re- 
gime, the latter agreeing to withdraw 
and to leave the entire northern cam- 
paign in his hands. 

Hankow is now holding a welcome 
home celebration for its troops. 


To Organize Cabinet. 


Peking, June 15 (By A. P.).—Reor- 
ganization of the cabinet of the north 
China government, it was learned today, 
was decided upon at a conference 
among the leaders of the northern al- 
liance at the headquarters of the Man- 
churian war lord, Marshal Chang Tso- 
Lin, which ended this afternoon. 

Dr. V. K. Wellington Koo, who has 
been acting as premier and foreign 
minister, probably will retain the for- 
eign relations portfolio with Pan Fu, 
who is now minister of flmance, becom- 
ing premier. 

What military decisions were reached 
with. reference to the advance of the 
southern forces in the province of 
Shantung has not been revealed, ex- 
cept that announcement was made that 
Gen. Chang Tsung-Chang will return 
immediately to Shantung. 

Foreign consular advices show that 
the nationalists are now entering 
Shantung in considerable force. 


Northerners at Chucheng. 


Although a compromise peace be- 
tween north and south China still ap- 
pears possible, the moderate National- 
ist troops of Gen. Chiang Kai-Shek to- 
day were entering the province of Shan- 
tung, while the northern forces concen- 
trated at Chucheng, about 50 miles 
west of the important port of Tsingtao. 

Honanese “Red Spears,” who have 
been opposing the northern militarists 
were reported to be harassing the 
northerners’ communications in the 
vicinity of Shuntehfu, in ‘the province 
of Chihli, about 100 miles west of 
Tsinan. , 

A Japanese semiofficial statement to- 
day indicated that negotiations be- 
tween Gen. Chiang Kai-Shek, Marshal 
Chang Tso-lin, leader of the northern 
alliance, and Yen Hsi-Shen, governor 
of the province of Shansi, were still 
progressing and that a compromise 
seemed possible. 

Nanking, June 15 (By A. P.).—United 
States Senator Hiram Bingham, of 
Connecticut, who has been making a 
tour of China, is now en route to Han- 
kow, where he hopes to make a study 
of conditions under the radical Na- 
tionalist regime. , 


Laborite Ordered 
To Leave Commons 


London, June 15 (By A. P.).—George 
Buchanan, Laborite member of the 
House of Commons, was ordered by the 
speaker to leave the House today for 
refusing: to withdraw his exclamation, 
“What a lie” made in the course of 
an address by Godfree Locker-Lampson. 
undersecretary of state for foreign af- 
fairs. 

The scene occurred when the remark 
was hurled across the floor after Lock- 
er-Thompson, in reply to a question 
whether the British mission in Rus- 
sia had employed any spies, said, “‘cer- 
tainly not.”

TEAGUE HEADS HALT 
PLANS FOR A UNITED 
WARNING TO RUSSIA 


\ppearance of Forging Europe 
Into Solid Front Against 
Soviet Is Avoided. 

MANY HOLD CONCERTED 
PROTEST IS IMPERATIVE 


Stresemann, However, Will 
Tell Tchiteherin of High 
State of Feeling. 


Geneva, June 15 (By A. P.).—The 
Anglo-Soviet break, the assassination 
of the Soviet envoy to Poland and the 
Southern Europe impasse involving 
Jugoslavia and Albania are factors in 
a situation causing undisguised con- 
cern to statesmen attending the League 
of Nations council meeting. 

Some were reported today to hold it 
imperative that preventing steps be in- 
stituted at once to avert an outbreak 
of war. 

The various diplomatic “clouds” and 
the danger of giving the impression in 
Moscow that Europe is forging a united 
front against Russia has led to brakes 
being put on the original plan to take 
formal collective action denouncing 
communistic propaganda abroad. 

It is considered likely, however, that 
Dr. Gustav Stresemann, the German 
foreign minister, will inform M. Tchit- 
cherin, Soviet foreign minister, of the 
high state of feeling which the activi- 
ties of the Third International are pro- 
voking throughout Europe, and warn 
him in a friendly manner that it is re- 
acting against Russia. 


Poland Against Avenging Soviet. 


It is understood that Poland, which 
has been striving to negotiate a pact 
of nonaggression with Russia, has been 
vigorously emphasizing the unwisdom 
of angering Russia by even any appear- 
ance of hostility to her. Poland con- 
tends that such an attitude would only 
intensify the Russian national spirit in 
the same way as did the military inter- 
ventions at the close of the great war. 

The truth is the foreign ministers of 
the European powers are finding the 
Communist problem the hardest and 
most elusive of all to solve. Each of 
them has revealed a state of com- 
munistic activity in his own country, 
and together they have gone over ways 
and means of fighting Communism by 
methods similar to those used in their 
homelands. 

After a two hours session, the Lo- 
carno statesmen tonight issued an of- 
ficial communique that an agreement 
had been reached on outstanding ques- 
tions, or at least methods had been 
found to solve them. It is understood 
that the questions include Germany's 
right to export war material and super- 
vision of the dismantled German forts. 
It is believed also that the French have 
assured the Germans that the troops of 
occupation in the Rhineland will be 
somewhat reduced. 

The controversy over the status of 
the German residents of the City of 
Memel was settled amicably today by 
an agreement between the representa- 
tives of Germany and Lithuania. 

Premier Valdemaras of Lithuania, in 
a statement to the League of Nations 
council, said his government was pre- 
pared to arrange elections assuring 
popular representation and safeguard- 
ing political and individual rights. 

Foreign Minister Stresemann, of Ger- 
many, expressed hope that the promised 
measures would bring the situation 
into conformity with the statutes 
drafted by the special league commis- 
sion under Norman H. Davis in 1924. 


The statutes drafted by the Davis 
commission and accepted by the in- 
terested parties constituted the Memel 
territory as a unit under Lithuanian 
sovereignty but with administrative 
and financial autonomy. 

German residents of the city, which 
before the war belonged to Germany, 
charged that Lithuania had violated 
these autonomous rights, including 
school and court privileges. The mat- 
ter was considered at a private meet- 
ing of the league council yesterday. 


Moscow Conditions Quiet 
Despite Rumors, It Is Said 


Moscow, Russia, June 15 (By A. P.). 
Conditions in Moscow, despite many 
sensational reports, remain quiet. The 
population appears to be pursuing its 
usual summer amusements and voca- 
tions. Foreigners are arriving daily, 
and no one is hurrying his departure. 

While the newspapers periodically 
sound warnings that the country is 
facing the prospect of a foreign war, 
emphasizing the necessity of preparing 
for such eventuality, especially eoo- 
nomically, they have been doing so 
since the beginning of the disturbances 
in China. Their warnings appear to 
attract little attention, and there are 
no evidences of recruiting, drilling or 
military activity. 

The assassination of M. Voikoff, 
Soviet Envoy at Warsaw, and the sub- 
sequent exchange of notes between 
Russia and Poland elicited less com- 
ment than the rupture with England, 
over which, however, the excitement 
has subsided.

United States Fears Effect of 
Reported Mobilization on 
Geneva Meeting. 


ASSEMBLY OF LEAGUE 
WOULD BE HANDICAP 


France Pledged to Support 
Poland if the Soviet 
Army Invades. 


By ALBERT W. FOX. 

War clouds hovering over the Rus- 
sian-Polish border, where the Red army 
is reported to be mobilizing, are caus- 
ing deep concern to the United States 
government. In addition to the fear 
that Europe may be drifting into an- 
other war, there is concern over the ef- 
fect which the war atmosphere may 
have on the three-power naval arms 
limitation conference which is schedul- 
ed to begin at Geneva Monday. 

Alanson B. Houghton, American Am- 
bassador to Great Britain, has discussed 


both the British-Soviet break and the 
arms limitation conference with Secre- 
tary of State Kellogg and reports have 
been current that the British govern- 
ment requested the American diplomat 
to fully present Britain’s case against 
the Soviet with a view to obtaining 
maximum support. Mr. Kellogg yester- 
day declined to discuss his recent con- 
ferences with Mr. Houghton except to 
deny that the Ambassador had made a 
formal report on the British-Soviet 
break and to explain that the Ambas- 
sador had naturally talked over various 
matters. 

The Naval Arms Limitation Confer- 
ence, called by President Coolidge, ad- 
mittedly will start under a handicap 
if the Russian-Polish crisis threatens 
to turn Europe again into an armed 
camp at the very time that British, 
Japanese and American delegates meet 
to discuss arms limitations. It is also 
realized that if the League of Nations 
at Geneva considers this crisis next 
week, the meeting of the representatives 
of the three naval powers will be tem- 
porarily, at least, submerged in the 
background. 


Intervention May Be Forced, 


Indications are that the league may 
be compelled to attempt actual inter- 
vention in the present crisis, despite 
the fact that the league has so far 
never functioned when a real threat 
of war was manifest. The present case, 
it is pointed out here, is different in 
the sense that Great Britain and 
France, which control the league, have 
a decided interest in the potentialities 
of the Soviet-Polish affair. 

Great Britain, having broken off dip- 
lomatic relations with the Soviet and 
being blamed by the Russians for hav- 
ing invited-the present warlike activi- 
ties, has every reason to curb the re- 
ported aggressive tendencies of Russia. 
France is pledged to support Poland in 
case the Soviet Army, now numbering 
more than 560,000 men, crosses the 
border. It is possible, therefore, that 
the controlling powers of the league 
will be faced with the alternative of 
engaging in war separately or seeking 
to have the league itself undertake the 
war plans in accordance with the terms 
of the league covenant. 

If the choice must be made, the 
British and French governments would 
prefer, it is understood, to have the 
league itself act. Incidentally league 
champions see. in this course @ prospect 
for the league to vindicate its exist- 
ence and they believe concerted action 
against Soviet Russia would have a 
substantial backing by the majority 
of the peoples represented in the 
league. 


Nations Are Pledged. 


Article X of the covenant contains 
the pledge which France, Great Bri- 
tain and the league powers would be 
called upon to keep in the event of a 
Soviet invasion of Poland, It is as 
follows: 

“The members of the league under- 
take to respect and preserve as against 
external aggression the territorial in- 
tegrity and existing political inde- 
pendence of all members of the league. 
In case of any such aggression or in 
case of any threat or danger of such 
aggression the council shall advise up- 
on the means by which this obligation 
shall be fulfilled.” 

Thus, the crossing of the border by 
Soviet troops would call for a fulfill- 
ment of the pledge and Poland, as a 
member of the league, would demand 
that the league act. if Britain and 
France say the word. 

Poland is not compelled, however, to 
wait for any act of force on the part 
of Russia. Article X1 of the covenant 
states that any “threat of war” is a 
matter of concern to the whole league 
and that each member of the league 
frhas the friendly right to bring to the 
attention of the assembly or the coun- 
cil “any circumstance whatever affect- 
ing international relations which 
threatens to disturb § international 
peace or the good understanding be- 
tween nations upon which peace de- 
pends.” 


Polish Army Small. 


The fact that Russia is not a mem- 
ber of the league makes no real differ- 
ence because Article XVII of the cov- 
enant provides that “in the event of a 
dispute between a member of the league 
and a state which is not a member of 
the league, or between states not mem- 
bers of the league, the state or states 
not members of the league shall be in- 
vited to accept the obligations of mem- 
bership in the league for the purposes 
of such dispute.”. It is further pro- 
vided that if the nonmember state re- 
fuses, the penalties of Article XVI are 
to be employed by the league against 
the offending state, which means prohi- 
bition of all intercourse with the of- 
fending state and whatever military, 
Naval and air operations the league 
members find it necessary to employ 
to “protect the covenants of the 
league.”

POLISH PUBLIC PLEASED 


(Special Cable Dispatch.) 

Warsaw, June 15.—Boris Kowode, 19- 
year-old slayer of Peter Voikoff, Soviet 
envoy to Poland, was sentenced to- 
night to life imprisonment amid a 
weeping audience, all of whom saw in 
him a child victim of the red regime, 
“who rose to avenge the 1,700,000 killed 
by the Bolsheviks.” The court, how- 
ever, requested the President of Poland 
to commute the sentence to fifteen 
years. 

The state’s attorney demanded the 
death sentence to save Poland from po- 
litical difficulties, but the lawyers 
turned the trial of the boy into one of 
Bolshevism. 

M. Kowode’s formerly rich family, 
mother and baby sister, had been liv- 
ing on the $18 a month which he 
earned. 

A. P. Rosengolz, former Soviet envoy, 
who was expelled from Great Britain, 
sent by Russia as a witness. was sur- 
rounded by six rows of soldiers, but 
when the lawyers attacked the horrors 
of Bolshevism, M. Rosengolz left the 
court.

The boy appeared in court surrounded 
by a battery of legal counsel, including 
a special Russian Czarist lawyer, 
summoned post haste from Paris: 
a Warsaw specialist in political crimes, 
and a lawyer from his adopted. home 
town of Vilna, with his father, a former 
Czarist officer, in the background. 

He denied knowing of what country 
he is a citizen, disappointing the Poles, 
who expected a flat declaration that he 
is a Russian. The young student also 
shielded his father, well aware of the 
demands the Soviets now are making 
that the Poles expel all Rusian emi- 
grants, by saying also that he did not 
know of what country his father is a 
citizen. 

M. Rosengolz created a sensation by 
appearing unexpectedly in the court at 
8 o’clock this evening, where he was 
cited as a witness, having been with M. 
Voikoff at the moment of the crime. He 
cited the details of M. Voikoff pulling 
his pistol i na vai nattempt to defena 
himself.

The youthful bandit, in stealing the 
car, inadvertently took a 2-yéar-old 
boy, asleep in the tonneau. The child 
was found, still asleep and unharmed, 
in a vacant lot only a few blocks from 
where the car was stolen. ' 

Stopped near Jennings, Pawnee 
County, by George McAninch, town 
marshal, Kimes poked a sawed-off 
shotgun into the officer’s stomach and 
took him along. McAninch’s com- 
panion, thinking the officer had ef- 
fected a capture, drove back to Jen- 
nings. 

After taking McAninch several miles. 
the bandit lashed him to a tree with 
the officer’s gun belt and trousers belt. 
Freeing himself early this morning, Mc- 
Aninch joined the pursuing posse, de- 
claring he was positive his captor was 
Kimes. 

After losing track of Kimes at 
Hominy, Sheriff Jones, of Pawnee 
County, returned to his home for a 
rest, leaving a part of the posse to re- 
trace its steps in an effort to pick up 
the trail again. 

Several days ago, Kimes performed a 
parallel exploit at Pawhuska. He stole 
a large motor car from the streets of 
Pawhuska, forcing its owner to ac- 
company him.

Interference Not Much Bet- 
ter on First Night, 
Says Listener. 


IMPROVEMENT MARKED, 
DECLARES SAM PICKARD 


Time Believed Too Early to 
Draw Any Definite 
Conclusions. 


There were conflicting opinions as to 
whether or not the new allocation of 
radio wave lengths which had their 


first tryout last night had brought 
about noticeable improvement. Ad- 
mittedly, however, it was too early to 
draw any definite conclusions, inas- 
much as many of the stations were 
very likely unable to adjust transmit- 
ters to the exact frequencies assigned 
by the Federal Radio Commission. 

According to the first listener inter- 
viewed there appeared to be about as 
much heterodyning, or interference be- 
tween stations operating on very slight 
ly different wave lengths, as ever. This, 
he said, was particularly noticeable 
with Station WJZ, of New York, which 
was encountering interference. In fact 
he had noted this heterodyne or beat 
interference among 12 to 15 different 
stations. 

Sam Pickard, secretary of the Federal 
Radio Commission and the only mem- 
ber of that body who could be reached 
last night, said he had noticed a dis- 
tinct improvement in the situation. 


Nolsy Night on Air. 


“Tt was a nolsy night on the air,” 
Mr. Pickard went on, “but I heard 
very little interference between stations 
and the air seemed to me to be in de- 
cidedly better condition.” 

This was agreed to by another listen- 
er who remarked that. even in the day- 
light hours of the early evening, the 
atmosphere seemed to be greatly clari- 
fied. 

"It reminded me of the old days,” 
he added, “I had been doing so poorly 
of late that I thought my set had 
gone wrong.” 

A Chevy Chase listener reported the 
lower wavelengths much better. Like- 
wise, he said that station WBAL, at 
Baltimore, which was shifted from 285 
meters down to 245, and had its power 
reduced from 5,000 to 3,000 watts, came 
in with a clarity he had never ex- 
perienced. Also. he said he tuned in 
WABY, a little 50-watt station in 
Philadelphia, which he did not know 
existed before. 

One listener reported the quality of 
WRC better, although neither the 
power nor the wavelength of that sta- 
tion had been changed. Station WMAL 
was not on the air last night, but will 
be heard tonight on its new wavelength 
of 302.8 meters and reduced power of 
100 watts. ? 

Federal officials declare there will 
be a marked improvement in condl- 
tions after all broadcasting stations 
have had time to adjust their transmit- 
ters to the new frequencies. 


National Broadcasting 
Co. Owned by 3 Firms 


(By the Associated Press.) 


The Federal Radio Commission 
learned yesterday from M. H. Ales- 
worth, president of the National Broad- 
casting Co., that his organization is 
owned by the Radio Corporation of 
America and the General and Westing- 
house Electric companies, three of the 
largest producers, of radio sets and 
accessories in the country. 

Called as a witness in a controversy 
over wave lengths, Alesworth frankly 
stated that his company had paid the 
American Telephone & Telegraph Co. 
#1,000.000 for its broadcasting station, 
WEAF, in New York, and paid $1,500,- 
000 annually for lease of wires of that 
company in connection with the opera- 
tion of its broadcasting chain over the 
United States. 

Alesworth 


said the National Co. 

owned only a single station, WEAF, 
but manages stations WJZ in New 
Yorr and WRC in Washington under 
an arrangement with the Radio Cor- 
poration of America. Twenty-five sta- 
tions are connected with WEAF in the 
“red” chain, he added, broadcasting 
over a territory where there are 75,000,- 
000 people and 4,263,000 radio receiv- 
ing sets of all kinds. 

The National Broadcasting Co. will 
lose. $800,000 in the first year of its 
existence, the witness said, adding that 
this loss would be paid by the com- 
panies in proportion to their stock 
holdings—50 per cent by the Radio 
Corporation, 30 per cent by General 
Electric and 20 per cent by Westing- 
house.

LOGOMOTIVE-CABODSE 
RADIO 13 1N OPERATION 


Conversation Carried On Be- 
tween Parts of a Train 
a Mile Apart. 


IS TERMED PRACTICABLE 


Schenectady, N. Y., June 15 (By A. 
P.).—A locomotive engineer, sitting in 
his cab, conversed easily with a brake- 
man in a caboose at the rear of a 
freight train a mile and a quarter in 
length by radiophone today. The tests, 
conducted by engineers of the General 
Electric Co. and railroad officials, 
demonstrated the practicability of 
freight train operation by radio. 

Both engineer and brakeman com- 
municated with each other as easily 


as by an ordinary telephone. Cab and 
caboose were equipped with double an- 
tennae, one for sending and the other 
for receiving the radio signals, and each 
had a transmitting and receiving radio 
apparatus. Short wave transmitters 
were used in order not to interfere 
with regular radio broadcasting. 

The conversation was varied in 
character, it purpose being to test the 
efficacy of the signaling apparatus 
under all service conditions. 

The engineer once shouted that a 
collision was impending. The com- 
mand was received without any “blast- 
ing” in the yt mage men apparatus. 

According to railroad men, radio 
communication will be particularly val- 
uable on trains made up of from 70 to 
125 cars, where conductor and engineer 
are separated by nearly a mile of train. 

In’ today’s tests.the signal for com- 
munication was given ‘by pushing a 
button, which caused a howling noise 
in the radio receiver on the other end 
of the train. 

Enough sets have been constructed to 
permit road demonstrations of com- 
munication between engine and caboose 
on long trains, between nearby fixed 
points, such as the signal tower and 
the locomotive engineer or train con- 
ductor, and between the yard master 
and the locomotives used in making up 
a train in large classification yards. 
Train radio equipment has been ob- 
tained by the New York Central Rail- 
foad. It will be installed on locomo- 
tives, cabooses and at fixed points and 
will be given thorough tests under road 
and yard service conditions.

Many weeks of effort and application 
are still ahead for the emergency relief 
organization that ts seeking to relieve 
the Mississippl flood sufferers, Secre- 
tary Hoover predicted yesterday upon 
his return for a brief period of attention 
to Government duties.

“There is now under way a study 
of the rehabilitation requirements,” 
the Secretary explained, “an actual 
house-to-house canvass, made under 
direction of the local relief commit- 
tees.

New York, June 15 (By A. P.).—WMrs. 
Evangeline Lodge Lindbergh, mother of 
America’s air viking, left here for St. 
Louis at 4:46 p. m. today on the newly 
named Pennsylvaina train, “Spirit of 
St. Louls,” accompanied by an official 
delegation from that city. Before leav- 
ing, Mrs. Lindbergh granted reporters a 
short interview in the apartment at 270 
Park avenue, where she has been stay- 
ing with Col. Lindbergh. She revealed 


that at 10 a. m. she left the apartment 
house for a shopping tour, having used 
the service elevator to depart unnoticed. 
She was not recognized at the Fifth 
avenue department stores, where she 
shopped, she said. 

Another incident that Mrs. Lindbergh 
told with relish was of a telephone call 
she made to the apartment during the 
shopping trip. 

“I inquired whether Col. Lindbergh 
had left," she said. The person answer- 
ing the call was incredulous when Mrs. 
Linbergh announced her identity. 

“I was told that Mrs; Lindbergh was 
asleep,” she continued. Finally Mrs. 
Lindbergh convinced the person at the 
telephone in the apartment as to her 
identity and was told that Col. Lind- 
bergh had left for the luncheon by the 
State Chamber of Commerce and the 
Merchants Association in his honor at 
the Hotel Astor. 


Not Tired Out, She Says. 


Asked whether the reception had 
tired her, Mrs, Lindbregh said: “Why, 
nonsense. It’s nonsense to say that I 
was prostrated. I never had prostra- 
tion in my life.” 

“Are you glad to leave New York?” 

“I was never glad to leave New York.” 

The only time tears came to her eyes 
at the celebrations was during the 
parade from the Washington Navy Yard 
pler to the Washington Monument, said 
the aviator’s mother. “My eyes filled 
up,” she said, “when I got the feel of 
that Washington crowd.” 

A woman reporter asked Mrs. Lind- 
bergh what characteristics she would 
like in the girl her son would marry. 

“Oh, bosh,” was the reply. “One 
thing I don’t like is emotionalism,” 

The interview concluded with Mrs 
Lindbergh bidding goodby to the re- 
porters. 

Mrs. Lindbergh came here from 
Washington on Monday morning to 
attend the New York celebration in 
honor of her son. Despite her con- 
tinued attempts to “remain in the 
background,” she was checred by en- 
thusiastic multitudes, and was pre- 
sented to the gathering at City Hall 
by Mayor James J. Walker, after the 
Mayor presented the young Col. Lind- 
bergh with the city’s medal. On Mon- 
day afternoon also she stood on the re- 
viewing stand tn Central Park, where 
Gov. Smith decorated her son with the 
State’s Medal of Valor.

May Go to Havana.’ 


The route of the new line runs from 
Hadley Field, N. Y., through Philadel- 
phia, Washington, Richmond, Greens- 
boro and Spartanburg, S. C., to Atlanta. 
In a short time, it is expected, the 
service will be extended to Miami, Key 
West, and on to Havana. In the north 
it will connect with Boston, and from 
New York it will have direct connec- 
tion with all the air lines of the West, 
for it will feed directly into the great 
transcontinental air route from New 
York to San Francisco, from which all 
other mail lines lead out as branches. 

Morning delivery will be given Wash- 
ington as far west as St. Louis, and 
afternoon delivery in points in Texas, 
and in other Western points. That 
means a letter mailed here one night 
will be delivered in the\morning and 
afternoon at these points: Sunset de- 
livery will be provided as far West as 
California. 

According to the schedule prepared, 
however, Baltimore is omitted from 
the line of stops, or airports, as they 
are called. Mr. Glover said that un- 
less Baltimore takes the stop away from 
Washington, the line will not stop in 
that city. Therefore, Baltimore has 
reason to do a little fighting of her 
own. However, he said, she has gone 
at it so diligently that she looms as 
winner in the contest, since Washing- 
ton has done nothing. 


Saving In Baltimore. 


Mr. Glover explained that unless 
the contracting company can obtain 
@ suitable landing field in the city 
definitely made a stopping point, the 
department would not be inclined to 
block the efforts of the line to find a 
stopping point elsewhere, despite the 
fac* that, un ‘er the law, the line could 
be compelled to stop in the city which 
had been designated a stop. Baltimore

Passenger Service Seen. 

However, the air route will undoubt- 
edly begin the transportation of pas- 
sengers along with mail in a few years, 
it is said, and therefore is expected to 
develop into a commercial air line of 
the first rank. 

The air line, it is said, is ready to be- 
gin operations at onde. It will wait 
on the Department of Commerce, whose 
duty it is to provide the emergency 
landing fields, the beacon lights for 
night flying and otherwise to prepare 
the way for a regularly operating air 
line, running on schedule. It is the 
department’s duty because any plane 
can use the line. The line could never 
be the exclusive property of the con- 
tractor, it is said. 

Mr. Glover, in his letter to Postmas- 
ter Mooney, declared the “schedules 
to be established ‘when the contracting 
company is ready to operate are now 
held up due entirely to the fact that 
we are confronted with the situation 
that the City of Washington has no 
municipal air port.” He continued: 

“For me to have to call your atten- 
tion to this is regrettable, because I 
am sure that you, as well as the mail- 
ing public of Washington, are interest- 
ed in obtaining air mail service, which, 
of course, can not be accomplished 
without a proper landing field for the 
contractor to land on. 


Urged by Lindbergh. 

“I am writing to you to find out if 
you have any assurance from the Dis- 
trict Commissioners that a municipal 
airport will be provided at Washing- 
ton for air mail purposes on or before 
August 1, or at latest, September 1, 
at which time, I am told, the Depart- 
ment of Commerce will have the way 
completely lighted from New York to 
Atlanta, 

“If, within a very short while, we can 
not have the assurance that facilities 
will be provided for air mail into Wash- 
ington, it will be necessary for us to 
make Baltimore, which is providing a 
municipal field, the point of contact 
for the city of Washington for air mail. 
In this event the department will ar- 
range for its railway mail schedule so 
that air mail will be transported from 
Washington by train to Baltimore.” 

The provision of a municipal air port 
was urged upon all cities by Col. 
Charles A. Lindbergh at the reception 
given for him by the National Press 
Club. 

Acting on his proposal, the board of

His 
theme today was aviation, his vocation 
and his hobby, and again he stressed 
the need for a devélopment of passen- 
ger service through the air in this 
country.

Turning 
to the value of an aeronautical defense 
in the event of war, he said:

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TRYING TO DRAW US IN. 

The sky of Eastern Europe is clouding rapid- 
ly. Internal troubles in Soviet Russia have 
the 
the Soviet and Great Britain and the revelation 


followed hard upon collision. between 
of dangerous communist propaganda in various 
nations. As one government after another is 
forced into a position of antagonism to Russia 
it appears that the communist regime at Mos- 
cow is faced by a formidable insurrection. The 
people of Russia have apparently seized the 
opportunity to make an attempt to throw off 
the murder syndicate that dominates the So- 
viet. The struggle for power is reaching an 
acute phase, in which massacres under the 
guise of legal executions are met by renewed 
popular disturbances. 

As in Mexico, the people are against the 
government, and the usual repressive measures 
that precede a crisis are in eviderfce. Travel 
is restricted, a censorship has been imposed, 
troops are moving, and ringleaders of local up- 
risings are summarily dispatched. 

If the Moscow regime has not lost control, 
it is very likely that it will stir up a foreign 
war in the hope of averting a revolution, 

The members of the council of the League 
of Nations are greatly disturbed, and are con- 


sidering the advisability of serving notice on 


‘Moscow that a Russian war upon Poland will 


find the European nations ranged against Rus- 
sia. Much curiosity is manifested as to the 
‘probable attitude of the United States, in view 
of Ambassador Herrick’s recent address de- 
‘nouncing communist propaganda. It is already 
suggested that if the United States would join 
}the League of Nations powers in sending a 
:note-of warning to Russia the effect would be 
most salutary. 

Thus, by hook and crook, unceasing efforts 
are made to involve the United States in for- 
eign broils. First in China, and now in Eu- 
rope, it is hoped that the United States will 
undertake to defend nations against Russian 
‘communism. 


The United States has no quarrel with Russia 
‘in either China or Europe. But for the 
blunders at the Paris peace conference, no one 
in Europe would now dream that the United 
‘States would. concern itself in a dispute be- 
tween Poland and Russia, or between Italy 
and Jugoslavia. Fortunately, the idea that 
‘the United States will intervene in such: for- 
eign quarrels is still a dream, notwithstanding 
‘the misleading utterances of American spokes- 
jman at Paris in 1919. 

It is up to Europe, through its league or 
otherwise, to preserve its own peace. , The 
‘United States has learned much since 1917. It 
‘went to war against Germany because Ameri- 
ican rights were assailed, and then permitted 
‘foreign nations to believe that it went to war in 
their defense. Since that time the United 
States has been asked to cancel war debts on 
the ground that the war was fought in common, 

If the United States again goes to war it will 
‘be because it has been attacked. It will not 
fet except in self-defense. If other nations, 
falso attacked, fight by its side, they can do so; 
«fbut they must finance themselves. 

One of the certainties of the future is that 
the United States will not undertake to estab- 


‘fish a League of Nations at the end of the 
~tnext. war, or settle foreign boundary squab- 


les, or apportion reparations to foreign na- 
ons, or intermeddle in the, disposition of ter- 
itory conquered by others.

The question frequently is asked as to why 
Mussolini is so popular with the Italian public. 
Many of his decrees would be intolerable to 
another people, Yet the Italians accept them 
all, apparently in good grace. Recently, Mus- 
solini rearranged school schedules so as to 
avoid the torrid months. What a step to gain 
popularity! Subsequently, he revamped the 
financial structure so that the lira would have 
greater purchasing powér. Now he has ruled 
a reduction in rentals. With the bitter Mus- 
solini mixes the sweet, and the public tolerates 
one to obtain the other. But the outcome of 
his attempt to overpower economic laws re- 
mains to be seen. 


WASHINGTON’S AIR-MAIL FIELD. 


The District Commissioners, having been 
advised by the Postoffice Department that un- 
less provision is made for a’ lighted landing 
field before September 1, at the latest, the 
air-mail terminal of this district will be located 
at Baltimore, have designated Maj. Covell to 
coomlinate the various agencies interested in 
the project. .City Postmaster Mooaey feeis 
that the old Benning race track is the best 
available site for the field, and Maj. Covell is 
endeavoring to arrange for its use until such 
time as Congress may appropriate for its pur. 
chase. The field could be conditioned with 
but little labor, and in the meantime it is 
hoped that the Army will permit temporary 
use of Bolling Field by the mail planes. 

Contract air-mail reutes are operated under 
a threefold division of responsibility. The 
contractor furnishes the equipment and op- 
erates the route. The Government lights the 
airway and furnishes the emergency landing 
flelds. The municipality, however, is expected 
to provide the terminal fleld. The contractor 
in this case is the Pitcairn Aviation Co., of 
Philadelphia. It will furnish six planes at 
once, and two will be held in reserve, with 
eleven additional machines as an emergency 
reserve. By September 1 the Department of 
Commerce will have completed the task of 
lighting the airway from New York to Atlanta. 
Richmond, Greensboro and Spartanburg have 
provided landing fields, and so far Washing- 
ton is the only city which has not done its 
part. 

Washington should not overlook the ad- 
vantage of being part of the United States air- 
mail system. If the Benning location is satis- 
factory for the landing fleld it should be ob- 
tained by all means. 


RAILROAD TAXATION, 


In discussing the rapid increase in taxes, 
particularly State and local taxes, it is inter- 
esting to consider what effect this has upon the 
railroads and the traveling and transporting 
public. Often complaint is made that ‘trans- 
portation rates are too high. Not long ago 
Congress agreed to a resolution directing the 
Interstate Commerce Commission to-investigate 
rates and put into force some plan whereby the 
farmers might be relieved. 

Taxes assessed against the railroads of the 
country have increased approximately three 
times since 1912, two years before the war 
began. In 1912 taxes assessed on railroads 
were $113,819,000; in 1926 they were $365,- 
790,000, and in 1923, $379,000,000. While 
almost every item of railroad operating 
expense has decreased, taxes have steadily in- 
creased. Since 1920 taxes on railroads have 
increased more than 50 per cent. 

High taxes on railroads result largely from 
the demands of State and local public admin- 
istrative agencies. Railroads are taxed both on 
their property valuation and on their net earn- 
ings. The public demands expensive improve- 
ments. So the assessment goes up, and with it 
the taxes. | 

Farmers and others who use the railroads 
must pay this increased tax. They pay it in 
higher cost of transportation or in a failure 
to lower the cost. In order to avoid an increase 
in rates the railroads must take care of an 
increase in taxes by reducing operating 
expenses elsewhere, by greater efficiency, and 
by hauling greater loads at the same cost. 
This is what has saved the railroads. But 
there is a limit to what they can do in these 
directions. Excessive demands from farmers 


and others, resulting in higher taxes, must.

SPECIAL WEEKS. 


Some day there will appear from the masses 
of the people a great scholar who will be able 
to revise the calendar so as to provide enough 
weeks to go around. But until that day dawns 
there must necessarily be an unending conflict 
of interests. It was bad enough when there 
were only special days to be celebrated, but 
now that it has become the custom to set aside 
weeks instead of days for special purposes, the 
ordinary man has difficulty in locating him- 
self, and is constrained to ask, in the language 
of Representative Cobb, “‘Where am I at?” 

Beginning next Monday the American 
Institute of Cooperation will grab out of the 
remainder of the calendar year four separate 
weeks during which various and sundry phases 
of the problem of cooperation will be discussed 
in Chicago. The object of these meetings is to 
devise ways and means for advancing the in- 
terests of the producers of live stock, wool, and 
agricultural products generally through co- 
operative organizations. 

Cooperative marketing of live stock is no 
new. venture. Back in colonial days farmers 
joined together in driving their stock on foot 
to remote markets. Even as long ago as 
when Robin Hood flourished in Sherwood 
Forest sheep and pigs from a dozen farms were 
driven to the fairs and market towns by one 
man, acting for himself and his neighbors. 

In 1876 the first formal Live Stock Co- 
operative Association was organized in 
Tennessee for the purpose of marketing lambs. 
That was a small affair. Theré are in the 
United States today more n 5,000 such

JEROME K. JEROME. 


Jerome K. Jerome, whose death has just 
occurred in his sixty-ninth year, made his repu- 
tation as an author, but, before fame and for- 
tune came to him, he had a highly checkered 
career and received many hard knocks in the 
stern but chastening school of experience. 


Born at Walsall, England, he*was the son of a | 


‘clergyman who lost his little all through the 
failure of a coal mine and soon thereafter died 
of a broken heart, whereupon the lad, then 16, 
was withdrawn from the grammar school he 
was attending and put to work as a railroad 
clerk at the munificent salary of ten shillings, 
or two and a half dollars, a week. Adding to 
his scanty earnings by acting with minor Lon- 
don companies, he gained enough stage ex- 
perience to justify him in abandoning his clerk- 
ship with its then income of £70 a year and its 
prospects of slow promotion, in order to join a 
traveling theatrical company on a tour through 
the provinces. Three years of strenuous life as 
a player ended by leaving him penniless, and 
returning to London, he tried his hand at 
various lines of work—as a newspaper re- 
porter, as a builder’s assistant, and as a com- 
mission agent’s clerk. 

In the meantime, the urge to creative lit- 
erary work was strong upon him, and he wrote 
stories and plays, at first with but very little 
success. It was not until 1889, when he was 
30 years old, that he jumped suddenly into 
popular favor with his “‘Three Men in a Boat.” 
That work revealed an entirely new brand of 
humor which, while it delighted the many- 
headed “multitude, drew down upon its pro- 
ducer a storm of vituperation from certain 
critics, who maintained that it violated the 
accepted canons of English literature. The 
delight and the criticism combined served the 
useful purpose of drawing attention to Je- 
rome’s earlier books and of providing a ready 
market for his further publications. 

Both as editor of “The Idler’ and of To- 
Day” and as a free lance, Jerome was respon- 
sible for a huge literary output, included in 
which were several plays. Many of the latter 
achieved considerable success on the stage, 
but it was not until 1907, when he produced 
“The Passing of the Third Floor Back,’’ that 
he reached the acme of his performance as a 
playwright. 

Of late years Jerome devoted much time and 
attention to the fostering of the Little Theater 
movement in England, and one of his latest 
public addresses contained an enthusiastic but 
reasoned prognostication of the good that that 
movement, rightiy directed, could accomplish 
for the stage.

THE OYSTER AND THE WINKLE. 


Not to be outdone by the Department of 
Agriculture in its war to the death on the 
boll weevil of the South and the cornborer 
of the North, the Smithsonian Institution is 
after the malignant mollusks of the sea. Mr, 
Copley Amory, of Washington, owns a camp 
on the Matamek River, in Labrador. This 
camp has been placed at the disposal of the 
Smithsonian and will be occupied by Dr. Paul 
Bartsch, curator of mollusks of the National 
Museum, and his party of scientists, who have 
started for South Labrador for the “purpose 
of collecting anatomie material of shelled ani- 
mals’> common to that coast. 

There are several hundred species of mol- 
lusks, a large number of which are familiar 
to the readers of The Post. No one in Wash- 
ington need be told of the value, from the 
standpoint of food, of the oyster and the clam. 
Farther North mussels are popular. Across 
the Atlantic are many others used fof food, in- 
cluding periwinkles, cockles and whelks, and 
off the eastern coast in the Atlantic there was 
discovered a few years ago a vast bed of deep- 
sea scallops, which have supplied many tables 
all along the seaboard from Norfolk to Boston. 

Some of the mollusks are harmful. Among 
these is the variety known as “ship worms,” 
which are accused of damaging the shipping 
of the country to an extent exceeding $10,000,- 
000 annually, 

The periwinkle, a popular article of food 
among the poorer classes in Europe, is looked 
upon here as the deadly enemy of the oyster, 
and while the cost of its depredations on the 
oyster beds from Lynn Haven to Saddle Rock 
have ever been estimated, the spiral member 
of the mollusk tribe, who wears a transparent 
window in front-of his doorway, has a great 
fondness for oysters, not because of his rela- 
tionship to those bivalves, but rather on ac- 
count of the fact that He has found out that 
raw oysters are excellent food. 

Dr. Bartsch and his associates will gather 
specimens for the museum, and may discover, 
off the bleak coast of Labrador, other species 
valuable for human food or even some new 
variety of “‘winkle” that may be induced to 
dine on ship worms rather than upon oysters,

After four months, a better position is obtained 
for the father, permitting his wife to attend to the 
Nourishing food is provided. The oldest 
boy has been placed in a private school through 
the efforts of the J. P. A. The other children at- 
tend regularly the public school, the parents are 
now amicable, and the environment of the entire 
family is vastly changed.

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E season for fresh, young und 
tender vegetables is at hand, and 
the time is at hand, therefore, 
to again discuss the proper methods 
of cooking these vegetables that they 
may retain all of their value as a food 
product, and retain, too, their best 
flavor and their most attractive ap- 
pearance. 

Much time, effort and money is being 
spent these days in food research by 
interested people endeavoring to dis- 
cover the “best” condition of things to 
do with foodstuffs, and one of the 
things that has been discovered is that 
vegetables lose much of their good- 
ness when cooked in large quantities 
of water which is subsequently thrown 
away. The vegetables themselves are 
less delicate in flavor and less attrac- 
tive in appearance when cooked thus 
in quantities of water, but that we 
must overlook—provided we had our 
full eye for an eye and tooth for tooth 
from our vegetables. To have this we 
should have to drink the water in 
which the vegetables were cooked and 
which we now throw away, for to tha’ 
water the vegetables have given up 
soluble substances that are necessary 
to our state of well being. If we wish 
to drain the water into a tumbler and 
use it in cooking or drink it as .% is, 
we shall not suffer by cooking with 
water, but unless we provide in this 
manner for our vegetable juices, our 
systems will lose much of the excel- 
lent value that it might derive from 
the coming of the vegetable seasoa 

Suppose today we think a little bit 
about the different vegetables and the 
manners in which we cook them and 
the unusual and new manners in which 
they may, and to advantage, be cooked. 

New cabbage, for one thing, to be 
found in the food stalls. We have as- 
sociated this vegetable with corned 
beef for years, and looked on it too 
as a frying product, or one for boiling 
and creaming. It may be cooked very 
easily by shredding it and placing it on 
a steaming rack and letting it cook 
slowly in that manner, with an addi- 
tion of salt and pepper, or it may be 
put in a large frying pan, a little water 
and butter added, and closely covered 
and simmered until tender, without 
frying or grease of.any sort. And beans, 
carrots and peas may be cooked to- 
gether with no water at all, but a small 
(or large piece) of butter in the pan, 
and no salt until the vegetable is re- 
moved to go to the table. Carrots may 
be cooked separately in this fashion, as 
may the green peas, and beans may be 
cooked in just sufficient water to keep 
them from burning, which will allow 
the moisture to evaporate with the 
cooking and the good from the beans 
to remain with them when they are 
offered for our consumption. Corn may 
be steamed as well as boiled, or roasted 
—although few of us have facilities 
to easily do this. Spinach should never 
be cooked in more than the amount of 
water that clings to the leaves as they 
are shaken after their last washing, and 
lima beans should be cooked as are the 
string beans, with only the moisture 
on them that may be left and served 
with them. 

When we bake apples—and. apple 
baking time is not as far distant as 
it seems—we should add only enough 
water to give a small amount of sirup 
it we wish to serve it with our apples. 
This sirup will have thickened in the 
process of cooking with the sugar that 


is added to the apples, and a suitable 
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liquid be present to allow serving with- 
out cream. I had difficulty in realiz- 
ing that anyone would throw off the 
liquor remaining after the baking of 
apples, but one reader, whose letter has 
brought forth this outburst, has just 
confided that she wished she knew how 
to do away with the moisture gathered 
after baking apples as she did not 
want her family to have to see it 
around the apple, nor yet did she want 
to throw the water out because of the 
sugar in it, and she could never bake 
them long enough to get rid of the 
water (by evaporation) without cooking 
the apples to death. Of course not, 
because much of the content of an 
appie is water content, and it seeps 
out into the pan on the application 
of heat. 

So much for foods that do not re- 
quire water for cooking, at least not 
more than can be consumed with the 
food itself. There are foods that need 
large quantities of water, among them 
& new, or it was new last spring, at 
least to us, way of cooking cabbage 
that makes it an odorless, very de- 
liclous vegetable. But here is our 
menu with a few recipes in addition. 


Menu. 

Sweet Pickles Radishes 
Shrimp or Crab a la Mirret 
Green Peas Summer Salad 
Bran Biscuit 
Fresh Peaches with (or without) Cream 
Nut Cakes 
Iced Tea or Coffee 


Shrimp or Crab a la Mirret. 


“4 pound butter. 

1 onion. 

1% clove garlic. 

1 cup of milk. 

1 can of mushrooms. 

Flour to thicken. 

Melt the butter and in it fry the 
onion and the garlic cut very fine, but 
do not brown, and add a cup of milk 
and flour enough to thicken. Then add 
the juice from the can of mushrooms. 
Cook well and add shrimps or crabmeat 
(about a cup of either one) and the 
mushrooms. Allow to remain on a slow 
fire for a few moments. Cut small cir- 
cles of bread and toast them a light 
brown and dot each slice with a bit of 
butter and serve the creamed fish on 
the toast on a platter or from a cas- 
serole dish garnished with pimentoes. 


Summer Salad. 
(Miss Amelia Behrle.) 


This recipe was given us by Miss 
Berhle last summer, and we have used 
it before in the column in like circum- 
stances. It is a most suitable salad to 
use with this menu:

Mix together 2 well-beaten eggs, 1 
teaspoon of sugar, 1 of salt, 1 of corn- 
starch and 2 of mustard (French). Add 
Y¥% teaspoon of vinegar and place in a 
double boiler and cook until thick; then 
remove from the fire and add a piece 
of butter the size of a walnut and 
stir until smooth. Chill before serving.

ON FATE OF NURSE 


Verdict Awaited in Case -of 
Mrs. Mitchell, Tried as 
Woman’s Slayer.

Mrs. Mitchell declared 
Muir, staggering, lifted Mrs. Clay’s head 
and allowed it to fall and strike the 
pavement.

Col. Lindbergh’s Telegram. 


Col. Lindbergh’s telegram follows: 

“IT have heard of the controversy ex- 
isting over the condition of my motor, 
and I wish to make the following state- 
ment. If you will please publish my 
telegram, it will be deeply appreciated 
by me. On arrival at the air station on 
Monday morning my motor, after run- 
ning for some time, developed a slight 
crack. in a cam follower, which in turn 
caused the @llower to stick in the 
guide. This held the valve open and 
interfered with the proper running of 
the motor. The trouble was not serious 
in any way and was easily and quickly 
remedied when located. It in no pos- 
sible way could have been caused by 
carelessness on anyone’s part, but de- 
veloped as do most minor troubles. I 
wish particularly to compliment. the 
naval air station at Anacostia on the 
high caliber of its personnel and to 
express my sincere appreciation for the 
prompt and efficient manner in which 
they cared for my plane. 

“CHARLES A. LINDBERGH.” 

It was recalled that Col. Lindberg, on 
his arrival in New York, made a state- 
94g in which he was quoted as say- 
ng: 
“Salt moisture got into my plane 
during the trip over on the Memphis 
and prevented me from arriving in the 
Spirit of St. Louis. I was terribly dis- 
appointed, for I counted on flying back 
in the same plane in which I had taken 
off for Paris three weeks ago. 

“At the last minute 1 saw it would 


be impossible, for the valve rods were 
badly rusted, and I couldn't run the 
motor.” ~ 

This first statement of the youthful 
colonel formed the basis of one of the 
instances which Brig. Gen. Mitchell 
pointed out to show evidence of the 
Navy's “negligences.” 

Friends of Gen. Mitchell also directed 
attention yesterday to dispatches from 
Mitchel Field Monday as proof of the 
danger faced by Col Lindbergh when 
he flew from Washington to New York 
in an Army pursuit plane of the P-1 
type. They told of the failure of the 
gasoline feed and of Lindbergh warning 
an officer to be sure that a careful 
check was made before any one was 
permitted to fly the plane. 

An Associated Press dispatch from 
Mitchel field on Monday said: 

Mitchel Field, N. Y., June 13.— 
Col. Lindbergh’s first and last words 
upon landing here today concerned 

the Curtiss P-1 he fiew from Wash- 
ington. 


The flier made the passage en- 
tirely on gasoline from the auxiliary 
tank, he told Capt. H. M. McCel- 
land, adjutant, the gasoline having 
refused to flow from the main tank 
a few minutes after taking off from 
the Capitol. 

As the colonel stepped into the 
amphibian to go to lower New York 
Harbor, he repeated for the third 
time his admonition, “Be sure and 
look over the gas tank of that Cur- 
tiss,” he said to Capt. McClelland. 
He added a flier should not use the 
plane until that was done. 


“Bet you life we will, colonel,” 
shouted Capt. McClelland, as the 
amphibian shot down the course. 

The auxiliary tank's capacity is 
about 300 miles, and the distance 
from Washington to Mitchel Field 
is 238 miles. 

Army officers at Bolling Field ex- 
plained that Lindbergh had probably 
misunderstood instructions as to turn- 
ing on the gas switch and had turned 
on the wrong switch. 

Mitchell Stirs Replies. 


The plane, they said, is equipped 
with three tanks, a main tank, a re- 
serve tank and an auxiliary tank. The 
main tank holds 40 gallons, the reserve 
tank 10 gallons and the auxiliary tank 
50 gallons. By turning on the switch 
for the main tank, it was explained, 
the pilot would know when the 40 gal- 
lons were gone, and when the reserve 
gas only remained, whereas, by turning 
on the auxiliary tank switch, as they 
said he probably did, the gasoline 
would empty from both other tanks 
into the auxiliary tank, anc there 
would be no’check on quantity. Just 
what the trouble was has not been. re- 
vealed, since Col. Lindbergh made no 
mention of his own danger, but gave 
his suggestion for the safety of others. 

Officers of both the Navy and War 
Departments yesterday echoed Acting 
Secretary of the Navy Robinson’s state- 
ment that Brig. Gen. Mitchell’s charges 
were “not true.” Assistant Secretary of 
the Navy Edward P. Warner was not in 
town yesterday to answer the charges.

He was ques- 
tioned concerning the possibility of a 
flight around the world, suggested in 
dispatches from New York. 

While I have considered the possi- 
bility of a flight around the world, it has 
only been in connection with other pos- 
sible flights,”” Commander Byrd stated. 
“I have made no plans for such a flight 
and it is more of a possibility than a 
probability. I have not intended to give 
out the impression that I am antici- 
pating such a venture. My plahs other 
than the flight to Paris are indefinite.” 

The commander added that he would 
discuss his plans with Rodman Wana- 
maker, backer of the flight, before ar- 
riving at any definite conclusion.. 


Engineering Degree Given 
To Commander at V. M. I.

Lexington, Va., June 15.— The Vir- 
ginia Military Institute today conferred 
an honorary degree in engineering upon 
Commander Richard Evelyn Byrd, of 
the class of 1908, in recognition of his 
services to science and aviation, cul- 
minating to date in his flight over the 
North Pole. His thesis for the degree 
was a copy of the log of his trip to 
the pole and back. 

Commander Byrd’s brother, Harry 
Flood’ Byrd, Governor of Virginia, ad- 
dressed the graduating class. When he 
arose to speak, after being presented by 
Gen. William H. Cocke, superintendent 
of the institute, Gov. Byrd said that 
nowadays when he appeared in public 
places he was greeted not so much as 
the Governor of Virginia as in the re- 
lationship of “Dick Byrd’s brother.” 

Commander Byrd, in receiving the 
certificate of honor from Gen. Cocke, 
followed a much-admired institute 
custom. When a cadet receives a cer- 
tificate of award of degree or other dis- 
tinction he. walks from the platform 
to his mother, if she ispresent, hands 
the parchment to her and receives a 
kiss. Commander Byrd’s mother was 
present today. -When her son, follow- 
ing the V. M. I. tradition, went to her, 
the audience gave its approval in typi- 
cal Virginia fashion. 

Gov. Byrd, in his address to the 
graduates, made only one referenge to 
aviation, to Lindbergh and not to his 
“prother Dick.” Commander Byrd did 
not make a formal talk. The governor 
said that Lindbergh and his great 
achievement in flying to Europe typi- 
fied the sort of courage, initiative and 
modesty that V. M. I. stood for, adding 
that he intended to send his three sons 
to the Virginia Military Institute.

garment. If the person is not tanned 
the weave should be close enough to 
keep out the light. In most circum- 
stances a person who works in the 
shade, say in a foundry or machine 
shop, will keep cooler if he will strip 
oar body to the skin—wear no shirt at 
* But if the circumstances are such 
that he needs evaporation of sweat to 


keep him cool he will be more comfort- | 


able if he wears a cotton garment with a 
fairly open mesh. The cloth will absorb 
sweat and cause it to evaporate and 
thus cool the skin. Sweat that runs off 
is not cooling. A wet woolen garment 
will hold water better than a cotton 
one. The air in the mesh of woolen 
cloth prevents chilling. But evapor- 
ation of sweat goes on faster from a 
cotton garment. | 

In moderately hot weather fanning 
helps to keep one cool. But if the air 
is very, hot, putting it in motion with 
& fan will increase one’s discomfort. 
This is particularly true if the air is 
both wet and hot.

"Theadine close upon his ‘heels, how- 
ever, are at least half a dozen wielderse 
of wood and iron to contest every,inch 
of his way to the championship the 
36 holes which wil] be played tomor- 
row. Yesterday and today Johnston 
went rushing around the course at 
break-neck pace. If he does not weaken 
in the home stretch he will come 
through as another amateur who leaves 
the best-known professionals trailing in 
his wake.

The contenders who are in 
his pathway are not to be despised or 
overlooked. 

Close upon the heels of Johnston are 
Gene Sarazen, of Flushing, and Tommy 
Armour, of the Congressional Country 
Club. 


Sarazen, only 1 stroke behind, 
is gradually filing more and more 
of the Oakmont golfing sky. There 
was a time, a year or two ago, when 
Sarazén, as a former. national 
champion, seemed to have found a 
steep downgrade, so far as his play- 
ing was concerned, but today he ts 
playing almost every hole in par. 


Sarazen is scoring low, also, without 
apparent struggle, In his two rounds 
he has not been compelled to run down 
long putts. to get his pars or to wonder 
whether an out-of-the-trap shot will 
stay up on the green. He has played 
hole after hole in regulation fashion, 
& drive, an approach and two putts, 
followed: by another drive, another ap- 
proach and again two putts. His two 
rounds of 74 each have been due to 
consistently steady golf, and steadiness 
is the one great factor when every 
stroke counts. 

Armour has forged to the front by 
reason of the magnificent 71 he scored 
today, being now only two strokes be- 
hind, and if he continues in his present 
stride he will be battling on the final 
hole tomorrow for the title.
